United States during 1934 will be} 


about $17,000,000,000. Seven  bil- 
lion of this is being spent by the 
federal government, $2,000,000,000 
by the states, and $8,000,000,000 
by local governments. 

In 1933, the total national in- 
come was slightly in excess of $40,- 
000,000,000. Most economists be- 
lieve that the 1934 figure will be 
about the same. 

As a result, government spending 
for the current year will amount to 
42 per cent of all’ the money we 
receive, 

‘The fact that part of the expendi- 
tures are being made with the aid 
of bond issues, which will not have 
to be paid until some future date, 
does not affect the principle at 
stake. The main fact is that cost 
of government is reaching the point 
where it will exceed the ability of 
the public to pay. A substantial part 
of the cost of everything we buy is 
represented by taxes. Taxes are part 
of the cost of a glass of beer or a 
gallon of gas; of a fur coat or a 
pair of shoes, of a town-car or a 
coffee pot. The manufacturer who 
makes an article, the middleman 
who distributes it, the dealer who 
sells it—all are heavily taxed, and 
each must pass his taxes on to the 
ultimate consumer—you. 

It is to your interest, whether 
worker or employer, to demand that 
all brancehs of government cut ex- 
penses, precisely as business and 
individuals have been forced to do 


in order to survive,

HEADING FOR A SHOWDOWN 


More and more it is becoming evident that industrial | 
development is creating a condition of affairs under which it 
not only will be advisable but, before long, will become a 
necessity, for both government and employers generally to 
recognize and deal collectively with organized labor. 

It is mere nonsense today to talk of individual rights, 
which no longer exist. It is meaningless to say that every 
workman has a legal right to be a member of organized labor, 
as long as the employer reserves the power of discharging 
such workman, if he exercises that legal right. 


The Recovery Act clearly lays down the principle that 
it is unlawful for an employer to discriminate against em- 
ployes, who join unions of their own choosing, and further 
lays down the just and fair principle that employers must 
bargain collectively with employes, who are organized. 

Either this principle of collective bargaining will be en-| 
forced and made a reality, to a far greater extent than is 
being done today, or it will be ignored, winked at and dis- 
regarded by employers generally until the recovery act lands 
in the same boat in which the eighteenth amendment found 
itself just before it was repealed. 


A company union cannot bargain any more than a man | 
can bargain with himself, for such a union does not repre- 
sent the workmen. It merely represents the employer and | 
reflects his interests. It is a remnant of the slave idea under 
which the master was the big “It” and the whole “It.” In 
other words a company union is not a union at all. It is a 
contrivance for preventing workmen from becoming mem- 
bers of a legitimate labor union, just as the so-called open 
shop is a plan for discriminating against and blacklisting 
union members, whenever non-union men can be employed 
to replace them. iat 


If labor surrenders to the open shop and the company 
union it will be moving back towards chattel slavery, which 
to most people is unthinkable and which labor cannot afford 
to submit to under any circumstances. But rights, like laws, 
must be exercised and recognized, if they are to mean any-| 
thing and that is exactly what is coming to a showdown, | 
so far as organized labor is concerned. 


A labor union is something that exists in reality and has | 
a legal right to exist, not merely when the whim of the em- | 
ployers gives assent, but under all circumstances. Unless a 
union is recognized by all employers, whether they like it 
or not, then such a union is merely a dream, which neither 
government or émployers need to recognize unless those in 
charge happen to be that way disposed.
